Downstream filtering in BAs to cancel this effect just keeps 


same BAs from working. Reason is those class C frequency multipliers 
were implicit to their design. 


SSB hetrodyne-type frequency change doesn't suffer since linear amp.s 
don't do the harmonics. 


But there's been BA industry help. 21mcs IFs have been gone for a 
half century. 43mcs has been the IF number since the early fifties. 


New sets have are much better shielded to prevent unwanted VHF ingress.

I have been running my Viking I without extra shielding for many years 
here in close proximity to neighbors, and as far as I know, there are no 
harmonic problems, only fundamental overload problems. I use an antenna 
tuner most of the time, which probably reduces any harmonics quite a bit.

One suggestion I didn't make in my first reply on this topic is that you 
might consider a solid state device to switch DC. I know it ain't true to 
the boatanchor tradition, but what the heck!<br><br> 

For example, you could use a P-Channel MOSFET. The device is easy to use 
and can be controlled with any toggle switch and a small voltage 
source.<br><br> 

For example, the International Rectifier IRF9Z34 can easily switch a 
couple of amps with maybe 280mV loss. If you can stand more loss, you can 
go to much higher currents - eg 1.4 volt loss at 10A. The ON resistance 
of these things does vary, and you could do better than these numbers 
depending on the luck of the draw. Obviously you need to watch heat 
dissipation.<br><br>

Jan mentioned the unmentionable. But it's one way to to switch a heavy DC 
current load. Two provisos for success: 1) Always apply gate voltage 
FAST. 2) Always apply sufficient gate voltage for minium on resistance. 
Conventional types are sure to be happy with at least 10 volts (easy to do 
with 13.8 source!). The best way to minimize drain resistance loss is to 
parallel several low on resistance devices instead of trying to find one 
super-duper mosfet to do the job. Mosfets don't need to be ballasted like 
bipolars do. Just tie like terminals together.
